LABOR

COItlUINA- 


A new labor organization, to be 


known as the American Labor Union, 
Is being formed at Chicago. It ii Slid 
that it will be affiliated 
with tbe 


American Railway Unicn, and bo'h 
will be controlled by the same men. It 
is designed to include in ono organiza- 
tion all the working people of the 
United States. Should this be accom- 
plished, the business of the whole 
country can bo brought to a full stop 
at a stated time by the officers of tho 
Union. 


An organization of this character, 


unless controlled by wise heads, might 
become as despotic as the Pullman 
Company, the railroad combinations or 
any organization of capital that has 
been formed in the United States. It 
could order a strike with or without 
just cause and enforce its terms, how- 
ever arbitrary and unreasonable the 
terms might be. 


Evidently that is not what the great 


masses of the people desire. They do 
not want aggregations of capital nor 
organizations of labor to rule the 
country. The people know from sad 
experience what the money power has 
done, and tho labor power might bo as 
selfish. What the country wants is 
legislation that will make no distinc- 
tion between capital and labor, but 
place both on an equal footing. Capi- 
tal should be given no privileges that 
are not accorded to labor. If one is 
permitted by law to form combinations 
to keep up fares and freights ou rail- 
roads and to advance the price of 
sugar, coal and other necessaries, then 
labor should not be outlawed for 
organizing to enhance 
its market 


value. 


It is charged against Debs and oth»r 


labor leaders now on trial in Chicago 
that they conspired to obstruct inter- 
state commerce, and under the Anti- 
trust law that is an offense against the 
Government of tho United States. 
Conspiring and combining to keep up 
fare-3 and freights is certainly obstruct- 
ing interstate commerce; yet none of 
tho railroads in tho Traffic Association 
have I een prosecuted, and none of tne 
officers of the Association have been 
arrested. The Sugar Trust was organ- 
ized to plunder the people, by keeping 
up the price of sugar. Its President 
admits before a Congressional investi- 
gating committee that the Trust con- 
tributed liberally to Democratic cam- 
paign funds in New York arid to Re- 
publican campaign funds in Massa- 
chusetts, but no proceedings have been 
instituted against it under the Anti- 
trust law. The Twine Trust, organized 
to fleece farmers by charging 16 cents a 
pound for twine that costs i cents per 
pound, has boon permittfid to carry on 
its system of robbery with impunity 
and so have the thousand and one 
other 
combinations 
organized 
to 


plunder the people. If these trusts 
and combinations openly violate the 
law without hindrance from State and 
Federal authorities, why make-an ex- 
ception of labor organizations ? 


Tho fact is the men who compose the 


labor organizations have but them- 
selves to blame for 'he distinction 
made between organized capital and 
organized labor. T.iey have approved 


to the public the telegrams sent to th 
Attorney-General by the railroads an 
the instructions given by that function 
ary to United States Marshals and com 
manders of United States tror.ps shoul 
also be made public. There should b 
no discrimination in this matter. Thi 
is a Government of the people. The citi 
zens are the sovereigns and they have 
right to know what their servants hav 
done in their official capacitj. Th 
law should make no distinction be 
t ween individuals. If the instruction 
issued by labor leaders to organiza 
tions of which they are members; p.r 
offered in evidence in courts let th 
instructions issued by th« Attorney 
General to Marshals and 
militarj 


officers bo submitted to the people, who 
are the supreme judges. 


Equal justice to organized capita 


and organized labor should be the rule 
then neither will have just cause for 
complaint. The business of thecoun 
try, wiiich was not in a healthy eon 
dition before vhe strike, was completely 
paralyzed by the blockade and what 
ever action on the part of capital 01 
labor tended to cause that strike should 
be made public, that like occurrences 
may be averted in the future.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—Three firemen 


were killed outright, o^er two hundred 
horses were burned to death, a dozen 
persons seriously injured and a prop- 
erty loss of almost a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars entailed by a fire which 
early this morning destroyed the Knox 
stables and warehouses, the Adams 
Express stables and several small 
buildings. 


One hundred and fifty horses in the 


Adams stables were rescued. The rear 
wall of the Adams build-ing fell, im- 
prisoning inside a number of firemen 
who were working with tho hose. 
Several streams were quickly turned 
on the burning mass that had fallen. 
As soon as the bricks were slightly 
cooled a score of firemen and police- 
men rushed info the tottering building. 
They emerged dragging tho bodies of 
tnreo helpless firemen. The rescuers 
were all but overcome by the heat. 
The firemen killed were buried under 
the falling wall. The screams of the 
imprisoned horses that perished in the 
flames were horrifying.

A Citizen of Reno Answers Them. 
EDITOB JOCBNAL:—Please allow me to 


reach the Garsoa News through your 
columns as follow*: 
II. H. BECK. 


To the Editor Carson Feus-—In your 


issue of July 22d you ssem to take a 
kindly interest in the welfare of your 
neighbors, the public of Beno, and by 
way of finding ont our true condition, 
you propose a number of queries, pre- 
sumably to get facts upon which to 
form an opinion as to the true inward- 
ness of the causes leading up to the 
unhappy condition of affairs as now ex- 
isting among our usually quiet and 
well behaved people. As a basU for 
such questions you refer to editorials 
appearing in tho Keno Evening Gazette 
which seemed to sanction the action of 
President Cleveland in promulgating 
orders which in effect places the people 
of Beno under martial law, to be en- 
forced by a squad of Begulars of the 
standing army of the United States. 
What these rules or instructions are it 
seems impossible to flnd out as no 
order of Colonel Poland, in command 
of the Kegulars, has been openly pro- 
mulgated. I am informed that the 
Colonel has repeatedly told some of 
our people that he had full instruc- 
tions and orders as to what ho should 
do with our people. Evidently these 
orders are satisfactory to Lord Hnn- 
tington and his henchmen in Beno, in- 
cluding tho 
Gazette man, who so 


promptly surrendered and admitted 
himself a "subject of the power now 
holding this community as a conquer- 
ed province." Bat I will now try to 
answer your queries seriatum, for I 
note that they are all founded on the 
presumption that the laws of our coun- 
try, either State 
or National, have 


been broken or are disregarded, and 
for that reason the military power of 
the Government has been invoked. 
Mr. Neva let me assure you your sup- 
positions are all aa nothing. 


The people of Beno are as ignorant of 


the reason for quartering regular sol- 
diers among them as the man in the 
moon. A few may know why or by 
whose command this new order of 
things has come about, but our citizens 
do not and if we take the word of the 
Gazette for it, we are only required to 
submit to Colonel Poland's orders, or 
have ourselves to blame. First you 
ask: " What were the unlawful acts 
previous to the President's proclama- 
tion ?" My answer is that there were 
no acts of lawlessness in or about Beno 
for weeks and months, scarcely even a 
common drunk. But I find that in 
answering your first question in this 
way, that it necessarily precludes any 
direct answer to your succeeding 
queries. To ask the cause of a riot 
when there was none is as easily 
answered as the next one, which is as to 
the effort made by the local officials to 
suppress it 
No doubt it will be hard 


for the Nev s to comprehend how such 
ttnnga can be, but bs they are and the 
Newt will confer a never-dj ing favor on 
a long suffering community if it will 
persist in getting all the facts connect- 
ed with this most dastardly perversion 
of the rights of American citizens- 
Very likely the Neus is pursuing its in- 
vestigations along well established 
legal lines and presumes that what was 
done here during the last ten days 
came about under legal proceedings 
and through well established channels. 
Not so. No, it was reserved for Beno 
to learn that to oppose the arrogance of 
the S. P. company is trsason not only 
;o that corporation but to the Stuffed 
Prophet as well. The Gazette says the 
soldiers are here to see that the mails 
are carried, but I can't find out that 
he mails in Beno or Washoe County 
were ever interfered with by anyone. 
! am very sure that every man, woman 
and child will be willing- to make affi- 
davit that never in thirty years was 
there less danger to Uncle Sam's mails 
;han during the last thirty days. 


But, Mr Neus, notwithstanding all I 


lave written, you still want to know 
low we ever got into this most abject 
condition. Frankly, I don't know. I 
have asked for reasons until my 
iaws are sore. Nobody seems 
to 


enow. 
If 
anyone 
here 
knows 


he won't tell, at least won't tell me, so 
[ give up the search for the causes of 
present conditions, or whence the 
authority for their existence. 
The 


reality is what confronts an insulted 
community. The soldiers are among 
us. Their coming was a menace; their 
stay an insult, while many of their acts 
while treating our people were lawless 
and contemptible. By some it is be- 
lieved that the soldiers are here to 
assist the United States Marshal, who 
is directed by the U. S. District Attor- 
ney, who draws his inspiration from 
Washington. Others assert that Oolo-i 
nel Poland has full authority and that 
the Marshal and District Attorney are 
simply needed and used to intimidate 
our people. 


Mr. JVtfios, you should have been here 


on Sunday morning, July 15th, when 
the army with banners came and took 
possession of our quiet burg. It being 
Sunday, mapy citizens were on the 
streets, quietly speculating as to this 
invasion by Uncle Sam's soldiers anc 
wondering who in authority could have 
thought it necessary. But if oar peo 
pie looked for a picnic with the soldiers 
the expectation was soon dispelled, for 
it was evident afc once that the f 
was fixed for blood* From th^ir earlj 
ac Lions, too, it was apparent that they j 
had been mode to believe our people 
were desperate and lawless, and were 
expecting a camp of BashiBazouks in- 
stead oi intelligent American citizens. 
Soon after the army was landed at the 
depot the pompous form of the com* 
mander Was seen to emerge from the 
crowd and march up the track on 


of I Commercial Bow, where be- passed a 


[number of business mtm looldaff m 


'rom a distance. 
After passing up 


some one of the party of gentlemen 
ma^e some allusion to the redicu- 
ousness of the occasion' which caused 
a laugh. At ome the officer returned 
and, facing the party, in a gruff voice 
asked, " What are you fellows laughing 
it ? " When one of the gentlemen tried 
o explain that DO insult was intended 
he was cut short with this most gentJe- 
tianly answer, "Well, you had not bet- 
er laugh at me or I will plug you." This 
uggestion had the desired effect even 
hough the term "plug," or plugging is 
not included in "Hardee's Army 
?aotics." Soon after this our citizens 
vere made to feel the iron heel of the 
nvader — judges, lawyers and laymen 
were pushed and prodded right and 
eft. While this was going on a quiet 
itizen by the name of Johnson was 
lalted by an olflcei who roughly in- 
quired, "Where are yon going?" 


ohnson answered in kind, when the 
loughty offirer drew a revolve? and 
ommanded him to stand. Then, at a 
igual, six soldiers rushed up, each 
ivith a musket pointed at the alarmed 
itizen. Of course Johnson snrrend- 
red. But the climax was to coo.e. 
?he Colonel turned the prisoner over 
o two soldiers with the command, 
Keep this fellow, and if he attempts 
o escape kill linn ' " 
This is a few of the incidents of 
jord Hnntington's way of managing 
>ui citizenb. Did Johnson merit any- 
hiug so cruel ? Did he transgress any 
aw? 
No, he was merely walking 


where he had gone a thousand times 
before, perfectly unconscious of any 
wrongdoing whatever, but innocently 
lassing the point v/here the dead line 
was afterwards marked, he is made to 
uffer a brutal arrest and is illegally 
held a prisoner for three hours under 
Le direction to " kill him if he tries to 
escape." 


Did Johnson have a trial ? No. Was 


he informed why he was arrested ? 


Was he allowed a chance to prove 


lis innocence ? 
No. Did Johnson 


have any rights that Huntington and 
lis supea, including Attorney Wines, 
should respect? No, of course not. 
Fohnson was simply a dog and his 
.reatment simply an example of what 
our people may expect unless we admit 
;hat we are subjects of the dastards who 
would enslave us. 


Such is a glimpse of martial law in 


peaceful Nevada. The quiet of our 
ommunity is invaded by the soldiers 
of a great nation and joined here by 
the United States Marshal, who in- 
sults our people by threatening our 
citizens with an hundred deputies un- 
less we meekly bow to the intimida- 
tions of the soldiery. 


But this is not all. It is not simply 


the citizen who over-steps the imagin- 
ary dead line who is made to suffer, 
Secret espionage is doing its work. The 
informer is abroad and woe to him who 
thinks he can maintain an independent 
thought. Three of Reno's most worthy 
citizens were made to walk the gang 
plank. Did they transgress any law ? 
No, but they had the ^manhood and 
womanhood to be frae American citi- 
zens. The guillotine is in place. Seek 
ye this day whom you will serve. If 
the side of the arrogant power who 
menace our liberties, then walk for- 
ward and don the collar, else your 
friends may flnd your head in the 
basket. 


How loTig our citizens will suffer 


without complaining I know not — as 
for myself, I am ready to protest now, 
and I do.
